To what extent the Boers 
at this point have been reinforced is not yet 
clear, but it is clear the position was definite- 
ly held ‘and that strong ‘hopes must have 
been entertained by the enemy of stemming 
as the British advance. An important feature 
i is that this is the third assault upon a strong 
| Boer position by our infantry with a com- 
paratively small loss of officers. This we 
may be sure is not due in any way to a fall- 
ing off of that reckless gallantry which has

THINK DE WITTE IS REMOVED. 


Report That the Russian Finance Min- 
ister Is to Be Arrested Is, How- 
’ ever, Not Confirmed, 


(SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE BY 
ARTHUR L. CLARKE.} 

LONDON, Nov. 24.—Russian censorship 
is so severe that details of the trouble which 
led tog Minister de Witte’s resignation are 
moager. While the London, E aris, and Ber- 
lin papers generally accept the story so far 
as it relates to De Witte’s retirement from 
the Cabinet on account of private stock 
speculations, they all discredit the allega- 
tion that the Minister is likely to be arrested. 


~ Partly Confirmed from Berlin. 
A Berlin special to the Daily Mall says: 
On Change today the bankers having 
transactions with Russia discredit the report 
of Minister De Witte’s impending arrest, but 
pointed out, however, that De Witte’s pri- 
vate affairs were not all that could be wished, 
as he undoubtedly had some connection with 
Moscow millionaire Mammontoff'’s fraud- 
ulent railway operations.”

AMERIGAN SOLDIERS KILLED, 


“TWENTY-FIVE WOUNDED. __ 


Colonel Carpenter's Force Engages 
the Insurgents on the Island of 
Panay and Lively. Skirmishing 

' Takes Place om Nov. 20 and 21— 
Aguinaldo Last Seen at Bayambang, 
Hatless, His Olething Torn, and in 

‘Fall Flight—MacArthaur at Tarlac. 


MANILA, Nov. 23.—While the American 
forces are closely pressing Aguinaldo in the 
northern part of Luzon news come term the 
south that severe fighting north of Lotlo be- 
gan on Tuesday, Nov. 21. Four Americans 
were killed and twenty-five: wounded, in- 
cluding three officers.. The insurgents are 
retreating to Santa Barbara, but the fighting 
continues. 
Colonel Carpenter, Nov. 18, advanced to 
Santa Barbara, straight north from Jaro, 
taking trench after trench, the enemy fight- 
ing and retreating. 
General Hughes’ column has steadily 
been advancing north to gain a position west 
of Santa Barbara. It encountered the 
enemy in small detachments. Six to ten 
Americans were wounded in this column. 
Colonel Carpenter started during the 
night of Nov. 20, and opened with Battery G 
of the Sixth Artillery at daybreak, Nov. 21, 
on the trenches.. The enemy volleyed as the 
artillery took up a position, wounding four. 


Attack Enemy at Daybreak. 
Dwo companies of the Twenty-sixth Regi- 
ment, garrisoning Jaro, moved through 
Capaz, attacking the enemy on the right 
flank just north of Jaro at daybreak, Nov. 
21, driving them toward Colonel Carpenter. 
The country between Jare and Santa Bar- 
bara is thickly entrenched, especially near 
Pavia. The Sixth Artillery fired on the 
trenches and the Eighteenth Regiment 
charged, the enemy retreating to the next 
trench. The Eighteenth again charged, en- 
countering an attacking force of Bolomen, 
who were hidden in the long grass and who 
severely wounded several Americans. 
During the afternoon of Nov. 21 the fight- 


ing was severe immediately south of Pavia, 


three miles north of Jaro. | 
The Twenty-sixth’s companies returned 
to Jaro after the flank movement, having 
captured three six-pound smooth-bere can- 
non and a quantity of arms and ammunition. 
The enemy's loss was not obtainable, but 
seven men were found dead in one trench.

Funston to His Critics. 

San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 28.— Before sail- 
ing for Manila General Frederick Funston 
took occasion to make definite denial of the 
truth of recent stories regarding himself, 
Colonel Wilder S. Metcalf, and Major Bishop 
in which Lieutenant Callahan, a former offi- 
cer of the Twentieth Kansas, and others of 
that regiment are credited with charging 
these officers with many sins of commission 
and omigsién, including the charges against 
Metcalf and Bishop of shooting defenseless 
Filipino prisoners.

ANDERSON ON JUNTA ADDRESS. 


General Says He to Aguin- 
aldo His Inability to Recognize Lat- 
ter’s Civil Authority. 


General Thomas M. Anderson, speaking 
yesterday of the address issued by the Fill- 
pino junta at Hongkong; admitted that he 
had addressed Aguinalkio as ‘‘ Commanding 
General, Philippine forces,“ and asked the 
assistance of Aguinaldo against the com- 
mon enemy.“ 

It is true I addressed Aguina 
manding General,“ General Anderson said. 
It was a common form of salutation used

troops during correspondence with the Fi- 
pino leader, All this correspondence is a 
matter of record. I praised Aguinaldo for 
his ‘bravery in fighting the common enemy 
in the same letter in which I stated my in- 
ability to recognize his civil authority.“ 

The entire correspondence of General An- 
derson, as well as the correspondence of Gen- 
eral Merritt with Aguinaldo, is printed in the 
message of the President to the Senate giv- 
ing details of the treaty with Spain. Ina 
letter written at the arsenal, Cavite, on July 
6, 1898, General erson said: It must be 
apparent to you that we do not intend to re- 
main here inactive, but to move promptly 
against Our common enemy; but for a short 
time we must organize and land supplies, and 
also retain a place for storing them near our 
fleet and transports.’’ Further along in the 
letter General Anderson suggests codperation 
of the medical officers of both armies. . 

On July 17 Major S. R. Jones, at General 
Anderson's request, wrote Aguinaldo asking 
the assistance of the Filipinos. 

On July 22 General Anderson said in a let- 
ter: “I observe that your Excellency has 
announced yourself as dictator and pro- 
claimed martial law. Aslam here simply in 
a military capacity I have no authority to

You 
may say in your dispatches that all things 
being equal and barring any unlooked for 
circumstances I shall accept the invitation 
to visit the city on the Ist of May.“ 


: Many Messages of Good Will. 

From every section of the country have 
telegrams and letters come to me showing 
the good will and kindness of the American 
people. It is impossible for me to acknowl- 
edge each one of these communications in- 
dividually, but I assute you that I am deeply 
grateful to their senders and appreciate 
their consideration. I am constantly receiv- 
ing tokens of good will from the people, as 
you will see by looking around this room and 
seeing the beautiful things that have beer 
sent to me. I have been in my office all day 
long looking over the telegrams and letters 
which have come. 

“I do not care to make any observations 
on the criticisms which have arisen as a 
result of the transfer of the property other 
than those which I already have givon pub- 
lic expression to. Enough has already been 


said, and I now want to live quietly and 


peaceably.”

I have advised my sister, Mrs. Dewey, to 
observe absolute silence with the public, and 
I know she will acquiesce in my wishes. 
She has been much overcome by all the 
unnecessary publicity, and today she and 
the Admiral have been overwhelmed with 
not hundreds but thousands of telegrams 
of sympathy for the affliction which has 
befallen them in this furious and thoughtless 
attack made upon their domestic life.

Review of German 


Progress. 
VIENNA (Thursday)—Under the title of 
“The Disquieting Progress of Germany in 
the East the current number of the Revue 


d'ortent publishes an article on the rapid 


extension of Germany’s sphere of commer- 
} cial activity in the Bast. The writer thinks 
the importance of the progress made by Ger- 
many is underestimated, both by England 


and Fratice. The Anatolian railway system, 
which is being rapidly developed, supplies 
the Germans with a solid basis of activity in 
Syria, Mesopotamia, and Persia. The pos- 
session of the Port of Haidar Pasha guar- 


antees the independence of German inter- 


ests in Asia Minor, and in consequence of 
the acquisition by the German company of 
the Anatolian railways that port before long 
will become the head of the line of German 
trade. With regard to Germany's economic 
conquests in the near East the Revue points 
to the control practically possessed by Ger- 
mans over the finance of railroads in cer- 
tain parts of the Balkans, and the writer is 
of the opinion that not only does the matter 
call for the serious attention of Great 
Britain and Russia, but also of France. 
Sad Famine in Finlend. 

ST. PETERSBURG (Thursday)—A private 
letter from Finland informs me that the 
famine, principally in the northeastern parts 
of the country, is far more serious than it 
was thought at first. The losses are esti- 
mated at many millions of marks. The fal- 
ure of the crops was caused by great floods. 
The informant adds that there will be great 
suffering and probably many deaths through 
actual want.

| MONUMENTS AT CHICKAMAUGA IN 


HONOR OF ILLINOIS SOLDIERS, :

Major Connolly ot the State Commis- 


sion Hands Them Over to Governor 
_Tanner—The Latter o Turn Fre- 
sents Them to the National Commis 
‘sien — Senator Cullom Makes the 
Principal Address of the Day—Re- 
ception at Chattanooga in Evening. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. | 
Chattan Tenn., Nov. 28.--{ Special. 


Illinois tod dedicated 108 monuments and 
markers at Chickamauga Park and in the 
vicinity of Chattanooga. These stones are 
intended to perpetuate the memory of In- 
nols troops who participated in the engage- 
ment in this immediate locality just thirty- 
six years ago today. There are two grand 
monuments among the most attractive on 
the battlefield. One is located on Orchard 
Knob and the other on Misefonary Ridge, 
near General Bragg’s headquarters. The 


exercises were begun by music from the 
Fifth Regiment Band, after which the Rev. 
Dr. William Pettis of Chattanooga offered a 


prayer in which he besought the everlasting 
union of the North and South. Then 3,000 
spectators joined in singing the Doxology 
while the band played an accompaniment. 

Colonel Rives then introduced James A. 
Connolly of Springfield, III., Secretary of the 
Tilinols commission. 
nelly’s privilege, on behalf of the commis- 
sion, to transfer the monuments from the 
custody of that body to Governor Tanner on 
behalt of the State, who in turn was to trans- 
fer them for all time to the National Chicka- 
mauga commission. 

Major Connolly read letters from Gov- 
ernors McMillin of Tenessee and Candler of 
Georgia, expressing their regrets at their 
inability to be present owing to official busi- 
ness. Major Connolly then said: 

Governor Tanner, in turning these monu- 
ments over to you, I beg to say to you that 
the erection of them by our commission has 
been a labor of love, and I do not forget that 
the Illinois regiment in which you served as 


‘a private soldier bore a‘ conspicuous and 


honorable part in the herole drama enacted 
on these surrounding mountains and val- 
leys, and as an Illnoisan I rejoice that the 


vate soldier of thirty-five years ago comes 
ere as the Chief Executive of the third 


State in the union to receive these monu- 
ments reared to commemorate the heroism 
of his comrades.” 


Governor Tanner’s Address, 


It was Governor Tanner's turn next, and 


on behalf of the State of Illinois he received 


the monuments from the State commission 


and transferred them to the national au- 


thorities. Governor Tanner said in part: 

nois it is my duty and pleasure to 
these monuments from the hands of the 
Illinois Commissioners, and to pass them 
over to the care and keeping of the National 
Park Commission. We have before us evi- 
dence that the.commissioners of our Btate 
have done their work well in erecting these 
beautiful and appropriate monuments, and 
we have little doubt the National Park com- 
mission will be equally faithful in presery- 
ing them as inspiring memorials to the 
future generations of our fellow-citizens. 
To you we commit in all confidence the 
sacred grave of our patriotic dead. 

It only remains that I now present to 


the Park commission, in behalf of Tilinols, 
these monuments: and in doing so I can ask 
no thore than that you may keep these 


graves as green, here under God's Southern 
sunlight, as they have always beens and shall 
ever be, in the hearts of the erous people 
of Illinois, whose cause t heroes 80 


valiantly upheld.“

New Haven, Conn., Nov. 
If Princeton coachers and ‘followers believe

Majority of the Sanitary. Trustees 
Think the Opening Will Be Before 
Jan. I—Jones Alone Pesaimistic— 
State Officials Specity Certain Work 
Which Must Be Finitshed—Exngineer 
Randolph Names Frobable Dates 
for Completion.

A great sigh of relief went up yesterday 
in the conference between the Sanitary Dis- 
trict Trustees and the State commission to 
report on the condition of the drainage canal, 
when the latter body presented its prelim- 
inary findings, and it was found that they 
were in effect favorable to the early opening 
of the canal. Trustee Jones insisted that 
under the report it would be impossible to 
open the canal for several months, but the 
others thought the opening probably would 


so far as the canal proper 
trustees have complied fully with the law. 
It says the commission has estimated the 
population of Chicago at 1,800,000, which 
under the law would require a flow of 360,000 
cuble feet of water a minute. It holds, how- 
ever, that under the law the trustees are en- 
titled to create a current of three miles an 
hour, if they see fit, and finds that there 
would be no difficulty in sending a great deal 
more than 360,000 cubic feet & minute 
through the river with that current.

President Boldenweck Satisfied. 

After the conference with the State Com- 
missioners the members of the Drainage 
board freely expressed their satisfaction 
with the report. 

To my mind the report is in every way 
satisfactory,’ President Boldenweck | said. 
“We will have to ask the commission to 
make a ruling as to whether it will insist on 
the actual completion of the substructures 
for the various bridges across the river, the 
canal, and at Joliet before the water is 
turned into the canal, but we do not expect 
any difficulty on that score.

The suggestion 
in the report that the work must be 80 far 
completed that it will be possible to send 
this amount of water through when the 
cana! is opened is certainly a proper one 
and one we will be glad to comply with. The 
commission stated frankly that it was not 
standing on technicalities, and in enumerat- 
ing the work yet to be completed did not 
moan that it must all be done before the 
water should be turned in, but simply that 
part of it which is necessary before the re- 
quired flow of water can be secured. As

We had prepared, by the way, a state- 
ment by Mr. Randolph, shoWing that while 
the population of the Sanitary District is 
probably 1,800,000, as estimated by the com- 
mission, yet that of the district which now, 
in the words of the law, ‘ drains into the 
canal,’ is less than 1,400,000. In other 
all the country south of Thirty-ninth street

POLLAK-VIRAG INVENTION CARRIES 


Will Be Between “The Obieage 
Tribune” Office and New York 


Messages Will Be Photographed.

Then Herr Pollak 
increased the speed until his instrument was 
sending at the rate of 144,000 words an hour. 

The rapidity at which the light beams 
were coming was not comprehensible. Herr 
Virag made some figures to show what they 
were doing. They were traveling at the rate 
of forty words a second. There are fifteen 
signs or movements of the light beam to 
every word. That makes 600 movements 
of the light beam to every second, or 2,160,- 
000 signs an hour, and every one of these 
signs are to be photographed to make the 
record of the message.

MOVE FOR A ROCK RIVER CANAL. 


Manufacturers and Business- Men of the 
Valley Form an Organization at 
the Rockford Convention. 


Rockford, III., Nov. 28.—[{Special.}—The 
first steps in the project to convert Rock 
River, between Rockford and Sterling, into 
a slack water canal were taken here today 
by the organization of the Rock River Im- 
provement association. 

If the project is carried out Rock River will 
be made navigable for traffic, in connection 
with the Hennepin Canal. 

In the opinion of engineers the project is 
perfectly feasible, and the cost, it is estimat- 
ed, will be less than $1,000,000. Such a canal 
will be of incalculable benefit to the large 
manufacturing interests along the Rock 


River Valley, and its importance will be 


urged upon the coming session of Congress, 
from whigh an appropriation will be asked 
for a survey by government engineers.

of wondrous charm. 

Last night's presentation, while not an 
ideal one, nor even reaching to the excel- 
lence of the Nozze di Figaro performan 


ce 
of last week, or the Barber of Seville of 


last Monday night, was nevertheless marked 
by many points of excellence. The spirited 
finale to the first act was particularly well 
done. Sig. Scotti had been much heralded 
as an interpreter of the title role, and he 
gave an intelligent and forceful perform-. 
ance of this taxing part. His manner is 
stamped with an elegance which fits the 
part of Don Giovanni well, and he looked 
the cavalier to perfection. His voice is not 
altogether pledsing, but he sings in tune 
and with the self-possession of the finished 
artist.
